THE BOUNDARY AT FORT YUMA.

Eprror Arizona Minen:—In view of the 
question which has arisen between the 
Sheriff of this county, and the civil authori- 
ties of the county of San Diego, State of 
California, over a small strip of land on the 
East side of the Colorado river, over which, 
the officials of San Diego county have for 
years been exercising unlawful jurisdiction. 
I have thought it would not be uninteresting 
to your readers to peruse an explanation of 
the question as it is now understood, by those 
who have most thoroughly studied the mat- 
ter. By examination of the fifth Article of 
the Treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo, dated, 
1848, if will be found that the line separating 
the Territory of the United States from that 


Gila river until it empties into the Ric Colo- 
rado; Thence across the Rio Colorado, fol- 
lowing the diyision line between Upper and 
Lower California, to the Pacific Ocean, dis- 
tant one marine League due south of the 


according to the plan of said port.” Now 
after examining the language of this Treaty 
carefully, it appears to be beyond doubt, that 
the object to be attained, in the designation 
of “the middle of the Gila where it unites 
with tho Colorado,” was simply to specify 
some starting point, which was fixed in its 
character, from which, to the point designa- 
ted on the Pacific, a line running straight, 
should divide the Upper from Lower Cali- 
fornia. It is evident that the intent of the 
Plenipotentiaries was to cross the Colorado 
directly from the middle ot the Gila river, 
or they would not have said so. But as this 
line which was to be run, was only for the: 


southernmost point of the port of San Diego. 


they agreed that, that line of division should | 
consist of a straight line from the middle of 
the Gila river to a point one marine league ‘ 
South of the port of San Diego. Now, that 
it is understood that this line was for thei

General Sherman’s report of his observa- 
tions in his tour to Denver last winter, was 
a singular document, indicating a remarka- 
bie misunderstanding of the Indian charac- 
ter, and:a cool indifference to the apprehen- 
sions of the people. His recent correspond- 
ence with Gov. Hunt, of Colorado, is still 
more remarkable. Among other things he 
tells the Governor that he don’t believe the 
people of Colorado will have any trouble 
with the Indians if they will be arduously 


Again he says, “we can have an Indian 
war or not as we choose.” , 

We make no wonder that the Colorado 
papers are enraged over this language, and 
talk as does the News in this extract from a 
recent number: 

“ Whether the whites choose an Indian 
war or not, one thing is certain, the Indians 
have chosen to have a war, and every day 
brings conclusive evidence of the fact. The 
words of General Sherman are most conclu- 
sive evidence that with al his military fame, 
he has not the remotest idea of the mode of 
Indian fighting. Wowever skilfully he might 
have handled Johnson, or Hood, if he is not 
more acute than he has been since his trip on 
the plains, he will sooner or later wake up to 
the fact that these Indian chiefs with their 
roving bands of thieves and murderers, have 
stripped him of his military laurels. To 
those who understand the Indian mode of 
fighting, he will appear as a ridiculous blun- 
derer, whose evertowering conceit led him to 
a fate most fully deserved.” 

The conclusion is inevitable, that however 
tly Sherman may have distinguished 
himselfin fighting the South ; however brill- 
iant his “ march to the sea,” however emi- 
nent his services throughout the recent war, 
he is evidently out of place as an Indian 
fighter. As our Tucson cotemporary would 
say, he is a square man in a three cornered 
hole, or a three cornered man in a square 
hole. He and his present position, as chief 


messages have been sent out from the “great 
father ” at Washington to his “ red children” 
in the West, which together with brass but- 
tons and the sugar plums, have had the ef- 
feet to pacify the red devils until their sup- 
plies were exhausted, the expeditions re- 
turned, and the “ big talk ” forgotten. Then 
another big strike was organized, and another 
raid made upon the settlements. Then came 
a fresh cargo of ‘agents and presents and fine 
speeches, and new “military expeditions” 
which protect nobody, hurt nobody, and 
scared nobody. 

The people of the frontier demand of the 
authorities that no more men and women be 
scalped, and that a full end be put, and that 
speedily, to this intolerable reign of Indian 
terror. 

We say with the News, if the constant rep- 
etition of Indian raids will not convince Gen- 
eral Sherman that the Indians are at war 
with the whites, we do not know what will. 
When men are murdered every day, stock 
driven off continually, coaches and mails de- 
tained, and trave] and immigration checked, 
the wise commander of the department sends 
forth the words, that “we can have an In- 
dian war or not, just as we choose.” 

Whatever may be General Sherman’s idea 
of Indian warfare, we trust he will at once 
awake to the responsibility which is now 
upon him. He has a task as difficult as it is 
important. To overcome the foe which is 
now ravaging our far western Territories, 
will require great exertions. The Indians 
are determined on war, and if General Sher- 
man has not found it out, he will be stamped 
as one of the most stupid commanders, who 
ever wore the uniform of our national army. 
Let him make the wara final one, and re- 
lieve us from the curse which has so long 
overshadowed our frontiers. ‘There can be 
no further trifling. The Indians must be 
conquered, now and forever. 

It comes with an ill grace from General 
Sherman, or from any other General, not en- 
tirely familiar with what the people of the 
frontier have suffered and are suffering from 
Indian hostilities, to advise “arduous pru- 
dence,” or to say “ We can have an Indian 
war or not, as we choose.”

So, too, for Soldiers to operate 
against Indians, pioneers used to life on the 
border and who have realized the treachery 
of the savages, are incomparably superior to 
any others; albeit the regulars, as here, make

Jn view of the energy with which the 
people of Colorado have protected themselves; 
of the experience they have had with the 
Indians, and of the imminent danger in 
which they are now placed, the words of 
General Sherman are, tosay the least gratui- 
tous and discouraging.

INDIAN GRATITUDE. 


On the bright morning in November. last, 
when Mr. Leiby left here for La Paz he was 
loud in his expressions of confidence in the 
Indians. He was satisfied that he had ren- 
dered them much good service, and that they 
appreciated it. He started forth with faith 
in their magnanimity, saying, he would not 
hesitate to travel alone in any part of the 
Territory. j 

Within twenty-four hours he was cruelly 
killed and mangled by a band of savages, 
fresh from the Colorado, and carrying passes 
commending them to the favor of the whites; 
a band to whom he had probably given 
presents and shown every possible kind- 
ness. 

The fact well establishes the belief of those 
who have had the best opportunity to study 
the Indian character. It shows beyond a 
question thut gratitude and magnanimity are 
unknown to the Indian nature. Interest 
and fear are the only controlling sentiments, 
and kindness or fairness extended with an 
expectation of its return, unless compelled 
by these sentiments, is entirely thrown 
away. 

Treaties can be of no avail until the power 
of the whites is fully established by the re- 
peated and severe castigation of the sava- 
ges. There is no doubt that, however well 
meant, the recent treaty at Fort Grant, and 
the habitual good treatment of the Apaches 
at Fort Goodwin, are attributed by our “red 
brethren” only to our weakness and fear. 
Such an idea as our having an option in the 
matter never entered the barbaric skull. 

Who doubts if the white population upon 
the Colorado, however gushing the present 
friendship of the Yumas, the Cocopahs and 
Mohaves, was reduced to a few men, that 
those friendly lizard eaters would for a mo- 
ment hesitate to commit the grossest out- 
rages and make life and property entirely 
insecure? All that Poston, Leihy or Dent 
had done for them, all the favors of the 
Steamboat company, and of the whole white 
population, would not, in our candid opinion, 
breed a magnanimous idea in the brain of 
one of the copper-skins. 

Power is the great argument with an In- 
dian. Show him this to a degree that he 
must know it to be irresistible, and you may 
force him to terms. Hence the Gregg policy 
of vigorous fighting is in our judgment the 
only wise one, the only one from which good 
and lasting results can come. To stop now 
would be oniy to satisfy the savage of our 
weakness, and to increase his boldness rather 
than to conciliate or to appease him.

J. ROSS BROWNE'S REPORT. 


Under an act of Congress, approved July 
28, 1866, the Secretary of the Treasury was 
authorized to collect “ reliable statistical in- 
formation concerning the gold and silver 
mines of the States and Territories,” and he 
appointed Mr. J. Ross Browne, of San Fran- 
cisco, the well known traveller and author, 
a special commissioner to gather such infor- 
mation. : 

The report of Mr. Browne was laid before 
Congress in January last and has been the 
subject of much newspaper discussion. It 
was prepared in haste, and no oue knows its 
imperfections, or regrets them more than 
Mr. Browne. This he asserts in a recent 
letter in which he especially apologizes for 
the dearth of material regarding Arizona, 
and requests the Governor to send him in- 
formation for his more elaborate réport to be 
presented to the next Congress. 

It will not do, however, to think the re- 
port of last winter a work of no value. We 
have been surprised, despite the severe criti- 
cism of several of the mining journals, to 
note the attention which its hurricd state- 
ments have attracted. It has opened the 
eyes of the people of the Atlantic States to 
the importance of the mineral bearing Terri- 
tories, and Mr. Browne’s labors have met the 
cordial approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, of Congress, and of the Pacific 
delegation in both branches of that body. 

Certain it is our Senators and Representa- 
tives and the public journals of this coast 
ought to be quite as competent to judge of 
the Commissioner’s fitness, and the accaracy 
of his report, as New York editors, who 
have, perhaps, never seen any mines 
other than those located in Wall street and 
worked by a New York Stock Exchange. 

Those of our prospectors and miners who 
wish to have Arizona occupy a good position 
in the Commissioner’s new and complete 
report to Congress, which will be published 
by that body and widely circulated, will do 
well to furnish tbe Governor with facts and 
figures for transmission to Mr. Browne.

DEATH OF CAPTAIN WEAVER. 


Powell Weaver, or Pauline Weaver as be 
was commonly called, the noted trapper, and 
path finder and the oldest of the Arzona 
pioneers, is dead. His disease was conges- 
tive chills, and he expired at Camp Lincoln, 
on the Verde, 50 miles east of Prescott, on 
the 21st of June, where he was bured by 
the companies of the 14th regiment for which 
he had been acting as guide in Indian Scout- 
ing. 

In our next we shall give a sketch of the 
life and adventures of this veteran frontiers- 
man, a native of Tennessee, known to all our 
people, and throughout the Rocky mountams 
and Pacific country, as an explorer of the old 
school, the companion of Carson, Bill Wall- 
iams, Bridger, Leroux, Beckwouth and Un- 
cle Joe Walker. 

He first came to Arizona in 1830, more 


than thirty years before its organization as a 


Territory, and in 1863, with Walker, he 
opened this central region, and the famous 
Weaver and Walker gold diggins. 

He rests after a carecr of three score years 
and ten so eventful that the simplest record 
of its incidents will read hke a1omance; bis 
body sleeps, as he would have it, amidst the 
grand mountains which he loved to explore, 
and the rude solitude of which he preferred 
beyond all the excitement and ease of civili- 
zation and society.

The total number of 
acres planted this year, according to the es- 
timates we have obtained, is in round num- 
bers, 3,000. Allowing 2,000 to be in corn 
that will average 30 bushels to the acre, (a 
very reasonable estimate,) the product. of 
that crop alone at 56 pounds to the bushel 
will be 3,360,000 pounds, or 1,680 tons, 
enough to supply the total demand both for 
citizen and military use for the present year. 
It is clearly established that the valleys in 
this central part of the Territory, although 
yet but partially cultivated, like those below 
the Gila, are exceedingly fertile, and that 
the climate is suited to the growth of corn, 
wheat, barley oats, and all kinds of vegets- 
bles, with comparatively little labor in culti- 
vation.

LATE EASTERN ITEMS. 


The President has issued a proclamation 


announcing the ratification of the Russian- 


American Treaty, a final exchange of ratifi- 
cations having taken place between Secretary 
Seward and Baron Stoeckel. 

A pardon was issued in the case of Gen. 

Longstreet, it having been granted upon the 
written and personal application of numer- 
ous and prominent individuals, including 
General Grant, prominent officers of the 
army, and several Senators and Represen- 
tatives, 
Startling intelligence ‘has been received 
from Rome. Dispatches report that two 
hundred armed men had thrown themselves 
into the city, and it was supposed with the 
intention of proclaiming the Republic; but 
their desperate attempt failed. Forty revo- 
lutionists are in prison. 

Sir Archibald Alison, the eminent histo- 
rian and lawyer died recently in London at 
an advanced age. He was the author of nu- 
merous works, chief among which will be re- 
membered his ‘ History of Europe, from the 
commencement of the French Revolution to 
the Restoration of the Bourbons.”

On the 18th, Capt. Williams followed 
the Indians, and came upon their camp, which 
he immediately charged. Aftera short hand 
to hand fight between the cavairy and In- 
dians, the latter, were completely routed, 
with the loss of thirty killed and many 
wounded, who escaped. The camp equipage, 
arrows, and supplies were completely de- 
stroyed. Our loss was one man, saddler, G. 
W, Drummond, Company B. Eighth U. S. 
Cavalry, killed, and private Dollinger wound- 
ed. Lieutenant Fechet, with Company T, 
moved on the right, and Lieutenant Hobert, 
with Company B. on the left of the enemy. 
Much praise is given, and deservedly so, by 
Captain Williams to his officers and men for 
their conduct in this expedition. It seems 
to have been well condutted, and is in every 
way creditable to Captain Williams who is 
warmly commended for it by his District 
Commander.

The Indians killed were of the band 
of the noted Apache Chief Cochis, of Sonora.

On the 16th, 
leaving the horses in charge of Seargeants 
Terran Golden, Eighth U. S. Cavalry, the 
main body of the troops was so directed that 
the Indians abandoned their strong hold and 
fell back. In doing so a part came in view 
of the non-commissioned officers in charge of 
the horses of the dismounted men. Imme- 
diately Sergeants Terran and Golden, en- 
cumbered though they were by the horses of 
the whole command, mounted eighteen men, 
and gallantly charged the party of Indians— 
numbering‘about thirty five and in a few 
minutes completely routing them, killing 
twenty and wounding several, who escaped, 
capturing four mules, two horses, one gun, 
and a number of bows and arrows.

INDIAN OUTRAGES. 


About the first cf July Capt. Williams, 
8th eavahy, and his Company went in camp 
at Tuxton (or Peacock) Spring. 30 miles 
north from the Willows on the Mojave road. 
Gen. Gregg joined them on the 5th, and on 
the 9th he went out with Capt. Williams 
and cight men to go to the top of Clusic 
m untain, to secure a view of the surround- 
ing country, but before they reached there 
they came upon a band of Indians and a fight 
ensued. Three of the Indians were killed 
and Capt. Williams and private Morgan were 
wounded. The Captain was hit near the 
kidneys by two arrows, and an arrow passed 
through the thigh of Morgan. Gen Gregg 
had some trouble in getting the officer and 
man back to Truxton Spring, and fortunately 
the Indians did not follow. For some days 
Capt. Williams was in a critical condition, 
but now, both he and Morgan are in a fair 
way tu recover. They will be here with the 
command today. Lieut Fetchet, bas already 
arrived. The recovery of Capt. Williams is 
asource of general satisfaction, as he has 
proven himself a fearless fighter, and a most 
energetic officer. 

While Gen. Gregg was in camp at Truxton 
Spring, he was visited by Major Price, the 
new commandant at Camp Mojave. he In- 
dians came upon the hills near by and a 
mountain howitzer was used against tnem, 
but they were too far off, for it to prove 
effectual.
